Rd Kemonyi was born at Moskole, in 
Hungary, about the year 1H40. His mas­ 
ter on the violin wan Joseph Boh rn, who 
also taught, the great Joseph Joachim. 
During the Hungarian uprising, Re- 
meiiyi, then quite a boy, enlisted a* 
soldier and fought brilliantly J he be­ 
came aide-de-camp to Gyofguy, when 
the latter was appointed conimander-in- 
chief of the hero army of Hungary, and 
though at that time a little lieutenant of 
I« summers, Kemenyi us<*d to delight 
the veterans with his music, and make 
their hearts glad and brave for the next 
day’s fray. After the defeat of the in- 
"argents he had to leave his country, 
aud resolved to go to England. On the 
way he mode the acquaintance of his 
celebrated countryman, Wane Liszt, 
who, recognising his genius, became his 
friend and adviser. 
Soon aff«*r the 
young artist’s arrival in Loudon he was 
appointed solo violinist to the qneen. 
When he obtained his amnesty he re­ 
turned to Hungary, when' he aft ('wards 
received from the emperor of Austria a 
similar dNtiiictiou to that granted him 
iii England. Iii the meantime he hnd 
made himself famous by numerous con­ 
certs in the European capitals. His first 
tour of America was begun Nev. ll, 
1878, and his subleases during that and 
the following season are still fmdi in the 
minds of the public. Since that time he 
has made a triumphal tour of the entire 
globe, combining music with circum­ 
navigation, and charming with dulcet 
strains natives of the Sandwich Islands, 
Australia, 
Tasmania, 
Dutch Indies, 
Java. India, Madras, Ceylon, China, 
Japan, Philippine Islands and South 
Africa, where he remained for a period 
of three years, rotnrning to Europe for 
the final concerts of the tour in 1891

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 28.—Fiends 
in human form hare wrecked the Bir­ 
mingham Minora! passenger train No. 
IO at Cahaba river bridge, 97 miles 
from here, and 96 lives were lost. That 
number of bodios have been recovered 
from tho wreck, aud further search 
may swell the list o! dead. 
The wreck 
is regarded as having been almost cer­ 
tainly accomplished by the removal of 
the rail on the middle span of tUe tres­ 
tle 
This derailed the train which 
canned It to fall through two npans and 
proc! pi toted it into the river HO feet be­ 
low. The wreck was the worst that has 
ever occurred in tho *tate and the sur­ 
vivor* are so fow, and so badly hurt 
that they ar* unable to give any de- I 
tailed description of how it all hap­ 
pened. 
It is not known and may never 
be ascertained just how many passen­ 
ger* were on the train. 
Mont of them 
were miners and residents of mining 
towns in this district who had rnnnd 
trip holiday tickets and were returning 
to their homes along the line of tho 
Birmingham Mineral railroad. 
Conductor A. P. Connell, who prob­ 
ably knew better than anybody else a* 
to how many passenger* were aboard I* 
dead. 
It i* thought, however, that i 
there were not exc*eding 26 or 80. 
The train was a small local passenger, 
which, starting from Birmingham, runs 
to a point near Gurney, then goes over 
a connecting link of track controlled by 
the Hour hern railway and known as the 
Brierfleld, Blocton^ and Birmingham 
road. 
The train retnrns to thmlouis- 
rille and JJNash Ville tracks at Blocton 
and make* tho return trip to Birming­ 
ham^ after a circuit touching numerous 
mining towns in that region. 
Mix miles south of Gurney I* the Ca­ 
haba rivor, a shallow mountain stream 
which has a depth at this time of only 
tour feet. 
This river is 
spanned by an iron bridgo with wooden 
trestles on each side. 
Its entire length 
is SOO feet, and the length of the main 
span, where the wreck occurred, is HO 
feet. 
The bridge was built

The entire wreck took fire soon 
afterward and wa* rapidly burned to 
th* water’s edge 
The first new* of the wreck wa* 
brought to Hargrove, a telegraph sta­ 
tion four mile* from the Cahaba river, 
by a farmer who said that while pann­ 
ing near the place he heard a crash. 
Going nearer ne saw the two spans of 
tho bridgo broken out. 
He then dis­ 
covered the burning wreckage in the 
shallow water below. 
He could hear 
the groans of the wounded and dying, 
but without waiting to see further ho 
rode his horse rapidly to Hargrove, 
Where the operator telegraphed to Bir­ 
mingham 
und 
Blocton 
for 
relief. 
Meanwhile a few country people gath­ 
ered at the scene to render what aid 
they could, but it wa* too late to do 
much. 
Niue jx-ople had gotten out aud 
the others had been burned up in the 
wreckage. 
When the relief train from 
Birmingham arrived them was little 
need for the army of physicians that 
had gone along. 
The wounded were 
quickly attended to and then sent to 
Blockton for further attention. 
The work of taking out the dead wa* 
entered upon. 
Charred corpse* were 
packed in between tho iron framework 
where the seats had been. Most of the 
bodies had been burned beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
Some had their heads burned 
off and of others nothing was left but 
the mere skeleton. 
Of the survivors Sam Spencer wa* the 
only one of the train crew that escaped 
alive. 
Ile was the colored fireman. He 
jumped from the engine while it was 
in mid air and landed in the water some 
distance from where the engine fell. 
His only injury was a broken arm. 
He 
left tUe scene for Blocton on foot al­ 
most immediately after the wreck, ai>- 
patently crazed with fright. 
The rail- 
road officials have not yet been able to 
see him and get a statement. 
I 
Of the eight other survivors three 
were children, all .of whom had their 
feet burned and mashed anda lady who 
had both her feet crushed. The other 
three were Henry Handberry, a con­ 
ductor from Birmingham who was tak­ 
ing his wife aud two children out for a 
ride around the circuit and Will Gard­ 
ner and Andrew Bryson, miners from 
Blockton. 
Handberry was on the same 
seat with his wife aud children when 
the crash came. 
The latter three were 
killed and ho was pinned down and 
would have been burned alive had he 
not been rescu ed ^ Bryson and Gardner 
Those two men also saved the woman 
and three children mentioned who were 
likewise pinned and appealing piteously 
for help. 
By the time they had rescued 
these five persons the heat had become 
so intense that tiler were compelled to 
desist in their work of rescue. 
It is thought that fully three-fourths 
of the dead were killed outright in the 
crash while the other fourth were pin­ 
ioned down aud cremated. 
Gardner 
aud Bryson were both badly hurt while 
Handberry will probably die. 
Dr. Ray, a Blo t n physician who at- 


Indicating that he saw danger ahead, 
a* he approached the bridge, and tried 
to stop his train. 
His charred hotly wa* 
found with hi* hand on th* throttle. 
The eurvivor* all agree that the train 
left the track aud bumped along the 
tie* and then with a crash plunged 
through the bridge. Expert engineers 
say that there is every indication that a 
rail was removed which derailed the 
train and caused it to pull down the 
bridge 
The nmsNties show marks of 
the wheel*. To add to this, is the fact 
that three men tried to wreck a South­ 
ern railway train near Henry-Ellen, 16 
miles east here, five days ago, by re­ 
moving a rail on a trestle 90 feet high.

to a certain extent with every yurd of 
its flight (or fall), until finally, upon 
reaching the oeuter of the earth it 
would have no weight whatever. This 
curious state of affairs would be brought 
about by the gradual lessening by tho 
force <if attraction, or gravitation, until 
the center of the globe would have hem 
reached, ut which point the ball would 
lie held iii suspension, as though fixed 
by numerous magnetic points. In other 
words, at the oeuter of the earth the 
phenomenon of weight is entirely want­ 
ing.—Bt. Louis Republic.

“The above are all the power* granted. 
Compare them with the long list of 
powers given to congress, including 
that to declare w'ar and to provide for 
the common defense and general wel­ 
fare and ending with the power given 
in the above clause 18 to make all laws 
necessary aud proper to carry into exe­ 
cution all the powers vestod iii the gov­ 
ernment or in any department or office 
thereof. 
"The president may command the 
army and navy. 
Yes, but congress by 
law may give him specific directions 
what to do with them, to use them in 
any particular direction, or not to use 
them ut all. 
He may grant twrdoug. 
Yes, thia is an exclusive ana uncon­ 
trollable power, but congress may by 
law open all prison doors aud let the 
criminals go free. He may make treat­ 
ies, with the consent of the senate, and 
they become law. Here is the only 
power to make law not vested in con­ 
gress.
